Captayne Toachim made. 
knownethe force of Chriftian'Eloquence; being not 
only permitted ,bnt alſo commanded by the ſayd two 
Religious Fathers his Companions ( who by reaſon of 
the mew tyme of their abode in 14poxis, hid not yet 
learned the language of that countrey)to profeſie the 
faythof Chriſt 1in thenameof all thereft, Of whome, 
ſuch as did both ſee and heare him, do affirmg, thathe 
ſeemed rather toſpeakelike an Apoſtle, 'then an ordi- 
nary Preacher; muck leſſe a poore Marriner, ſach was 
the feruour , ſuch the courage wherewith he preached 
Iss vs CaRisT, in the very middeſt of the fyre and 
ſmoke. And by _ much more the barbarous 'Gen- 
tils endeauoured af well by often interrupting hith, as 
by threats, to make him hold his peace; ſo much the 
moredid he cry out, and {ay ,thatic was meethe ſhould 
_ rather obey God then Man. Neyther, can I bs terri- 
fed ({ayd he) by your threatninges : for what more 
cruel}, or more grieuous torment can you deniſe, then 
that which now indure in burning heerealive? And 
this he ſaid out ofthe middeſt ofthe burning fire, as.if 
1X:had beneouteofs flaming pulpit , with an adinira- 
ble feruour of ſpirie ; being indeed inflamed with the.
